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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 21-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 21, 30, 39 and 40, in combination with other limitations of the 

claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested determining a 
second number of agents for assignment to the preferred state at a first time based on a 
first call rate sampled at the first time, and assigning the second number of agents to 
the preferred state and determining a third number of agents for assignment to the other 
state at the first time based on the magnitude between the first number of agents and 
the second number of agents, and assigning the third number of agents to the other 
state.
